Interagency Agreement (lAG): $8,006.98 
Department of Interior 
lAGs are agreements EPA executes with other federal agencies to perform various activities to 
support EPA related work. This covers payments to the Department of Interior for Edward 
Modica to provide hydrogeological support to EPA for the operable unit one Consent Decree. 

Other Expenditures: $758.27 
GRB Environmental Services, Inc. and ENSOFTEL costs are those costs associated with the 
fileroom including but not limited to work on Administrative Record. 

Contract Laboratory Program (CLP): $-17.59
